Since the coming of the Pacific 
Electric cans to Sierra Madre, nearly 
two years aj<o, one ol the chief com¬ 
plaints a'aiust the service has been that 
it was impossible for friends from Los 
A.i^eles, Pasadena or other outside 
points to visit in this city and return 
the same ni^ht without leaving shortly 
after Uic dinner hour; or for our people 
to visit the theater or opera in Los 
Angeles without the necessity of fre¬ 
quently leaving before the end of the 
performance in order to get a car home. 

Some weeks ago the company put on 
a new schedule whereby cars left Sierra 
Madre at a later hour, but the last car 
left Los Angeles ten minutes earlier 
than before, and the arrangement was 
not desirable from the added fact that 
after seven o’clock passengers for this 
city han to take the Monrovia car and 
change at San Marino. 

After a short trial the company de¬ 
cided to return to the old arrangement 
with the exception that the la.st car 
leave Sierra Madre at 10:10 instead of 
9:10 p. m., and the time schedule was so 
arranged. 

At this juncture Mr. C. W. Hill ,secre¬ 
tary of the board of trade, wrote Mr. 
McMillan, traffic manager of the road, 
expressing the desire of the board of 
trade and people for a car leaving at 
p. m., and in reply received the follow¬ 
ing courteous letter:

“Dear Sir: Your letter October 28th: 
'I have instructed the superintendent 
t j change the figures of the new time 
card which became effective to-day for 
tae Sierra Madre line so that the last 
car will leave Los Angeles at 11:30 in¬ 
stead of 11:15 p. m. 

“This will, of course, mean consider¬ 
able more cost to the company in the

special climatic conditions, so that he 
may give a more valuable and detailed 
information on the question of shade 
trees. It is to be hoped that every 
property holder in Sierra Madre will 
be present on Thursday evening. Nature 
has given lavishly of her choicest treas¬ 
ure to Sierra Madre, and it remains for 
its residents to see that the natural 
beauty is not marred, and to enhance 
that beauty by every means which can 
be discovered. The question of shade 
trees is a most important one to-day 
when so many street improvements are 
being contemplated, for care must be 
takee to guard the trees which are al¬ 
ready grown, and to plant others suit¬ 
able to the environment. In Los An¬ 
geles to-day no one is permitted to cut 
down or to plant a street tree without. 
Mr. Harper’s permission. In this way 
many trees which would otherwise be 
ruthlessly destroyed to make way for 
so-called improvements will be saved, 
and uniformity of variety in a given 
locality will be secured, thus greatly 
increasing the beauty of the streets. 
The addresses arc to be given under the 
auspices of the Woman’s Club and is 
absolutely free, and it is hoped that a 
large proportion of the townspeople 
will avail themselves of this excellent 
opportunity to learn more of trees and 
their habits. 

The board of directors of the Woman’s 
Club met at Mrs. George Letteau’s on 
Monday evening to discuss plans for 
providing a luncheon for the men and 
boys who are to help in making Sierra 
Madre and orderly town on Saturday. 
The members decided to serve a sub¬ 
stantial hot lunch on the old school 
house grounds at twelve o’clock. The 
cafeteria plan will be used in order to 
insure rapid and sufficient service, and 
there will be an abundance of good 
things for all workers.

Real Estate and Insurance 
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Past and Present Conditions 

That the flurry in Wall street and 
its concomitant incidents doe.s not j 
mean the beginning of a period of de¬ 
pression everybody knows, remarks 
the Pioneer Press. General business 
Is too active for trouble, crops and the 
prices paid for them because of the 
strong demand to supply the defi¬ 
ciency in other countries are too re¬ 
munerative and the financial institu¬ 
tions of the country have proven the u- 
selves, like all other branches of busi¬ 
ness, to be too sound to warrant any¬ 
thing but the universal predictio.i that 
the flurry on the whole will prove 
thoroughly wholesome. There is a 
marked difference between the con¬ 
ditions that surround the present 
slump and those that surrounded the 
slump in 1893. In that year every¬ 
thing went wrong before the crash 
came and there was no resisting 
power, no natural buoyancy and noth¬ 
ing that sober judgment could seize 
upon to restore thorough confidence 
in the future. Business began falling 
off and profits with them; the rev 
enues of the government declined and 
developed a deficit; the treasury war 
short of gold and a threat of repudia¬ 
tion was made by certain political or¬ 
ganizations and grew more and more 
menacing with the spread of industrial 
discontent and with endeavors to find 
an explanation for the critical eco¬ 
nomic conditions; and finally disap¬ 
pointing crop yields with low prices 
combined with everything else to jiro- 
duce gloom and hopelessness. 

The fact is that the present situa¬ 
tion is strikingly similar to that which 
developed in May, 1881, from which 
the country recovered in less than two 
months, in spite of the fact that the 
nation w'as in the midst of an exciting 
presidential election. The parallelism 
between that panic and that of 


railway magnates; but no trouble until 
the failure of Grant & Ward and the 
closing of the doors of the Marine 
Bank, the president of which was in¬ 
volved with Ward in some of the lat¬ 
ter's (luestlonable operations. Then 
there followed, as there did last week 
in New York, a general investigation 
by the hanks of their own affairs and 
the reorganization of several director 
ates. The general New York condi¬ 
tion was found to be very much worse 
than anything at present. In the first 
place. Grant & Ward’s failure showed 
liabilities in excess of assets by $20,- 
000.000; in the subsequent searchings 
one bank was found looted of its se¬ 
curities by its president, while anoth¬ 
er bank president had so improperly 
maniinilated the securities of his in¬ 
stitution as to bring 't into Insolvency. 

These disturbances were followed 
by runs on several banks and by 
hoarding. Money could not be had at 
any price. In one case 4 per cent was 
I)aid for the use of a comparatively 
a oderate amount for twenty-four 
hour —an annual rate of 1440 per 
cent, by far the highest notch ever 
touched in the loan market. Then the 
interior banks withdrew their deposits, 
so that the cash reserves of the New 
York banks from all causes fell be¬ 
tween May lOth and May 21st from 
$87,000,000 to $67,500,000. 

But though the 1884 panic was much 
mere severe and the situation in New 
York much weaker than this .year, 
when no insolvency has been revealed 
anywhere, the strength of the under¬ 
lying rituation was such that in .Tune 
call money was bringing only 4 per 
c( nt and time loans only 5 to 6 per 
cent,while the reserves, from showing 
a deficit of $6,600,000 on May 24th, had 
risen by July to a point that showed 
a surplus of $16,300,000. Stocks also 
rose rapidly, and in 1885 for seven 
consecutive months call money rates 
were as low as one-half of 1 ])er cent. 

Under all the circumstances there 
can be no doubt that this bit of history 
will repeat itself. In fact, it is prob¬ 
able that the reaction from the sud¬ 
den and unreamning fears that as¬ 
sailed New York will be so rapid that 
within a few weeks we shall be trying 
to explain how' the panic could jios- 
sibly have happened. 


The Dii^erence. 

When Thoreau said, “I have trav¬ 
eled a great deal—in Concord,” he de¬ 
fined for all time the intensive life. 
Even in his primitive day the advo¬ 
cates of the strenuous were Influenc¬ 
ing the country, and the strenuous life 
has become accepted as the only one 
a virile, useful person can live. But 
the intensive life has an appeal to 
one’s sense of real values because it 
consists in depth and degree, rather 
than In range and roaring activity. 
Strenuosity is not always indicative of 
Intensity, and rare Intensiveness may 
co-exist without the least sign of stren¬ 
uosity. 

The strenuous life may require a 
whole continent for its exercise, while 
the intensive life may find more than 
it can absorb in a lifetime in Walden 
pond and the village of Concord. Men 
who had traveled in every country un¬ 
der the sun, many of them, could truth¬ 
fully be said to be less traveled than 
Thoreau, who found in the woods that 
fringed Walden pond the limits of his 
journt'ys. He traveled not extensively 
but intensively. It is a finer mind and 
a richer life that finds in a backyard 
mysteries more impenetrable than 
that which draws evanescent enter¬ 
tainment from all the surface show of 
the world. 

The shallow life requires many 
friends, much change of scene, large 
correspondence, while the intensive 
life can truthfully say with Thoreau 
that one cannot get more than half a 
dozen letters In a lifetime that justify 
the postage. The strenuous person 
one day made great ado about the 
liuflflng locomotive that could pull one 
to New York in a few hours, but the 
intensive life replied: “Why go to 
New York?” 

Depth and not width, degree and not 
luantity, make up that greatest lack 
of these modern days—the intensive 
life.—Detroit News-Tribune.
